Enterprising communities can mate. 


a great step In advance of. the.market- 
ing of their produce If they will adopt 
a trado name for nil.products put out 
by their locality and tako pride In 
acelng that nothing goes out under tills 
name that Is not of the bent quality. 
Buch a movement usually Involves 
farmers' co-operation, n propaganda 
which Is rapidly growing In popular- 
ity tbroughout-tho country.
